3. Effective July 1, 2005, an agreement entered into under
chapter 137C or 137F, Code 2005, between the director of the
department of inspections and appeals and a municipal
corporation for the municipal corporation to license, inspect,
and enforce chapter 137C or 137F within the municipal
corﬁoration's jurisdiction shall be deemed to be an agreement
with the director of ﬁublic health and shall remain in effect
until expiration of the agreement or the agreement is modified
or rescinded by the parties to the agreement.

Effective July 1, 2005,
all employees of the department of inspections and appeals
performing functions related to chapters 137C, 137D, 137F,
157, 158, and 196, as of June 30, 2005, shall become employees
of the lowa department of public health without loss of
classification, pay, or benefits.
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
